- The Princo 
pleasantly responded, repeating the nenti- 
ments which he had already given expres- 
sion tu with regard to his reception. Sir 
Chen Tang Liang, K.C.M.G , also spoke, 

and gave further expression to the pleasure 
which the Prince felt at the arrangements 
which had been made for his reception in 
Hongkong. The Prince then retarned to 
his chair, and the procession having been 
re-formed, returned to Government House. 

This time exch of the chairs was gaily il-
